Thoſe who have made any ſerious obſervations upon mankind,

Animated, they truſt, in ſome degree, by theſe motives, and 
to remove, as far as they can, theſe unhappy diſadvantages, 
which numbers of our poor labour under; many perſons have 
entered into a Society and Subſcription to diſtribute the ſacred 
Scriptures, and other good books, amongſt them, as one of the 
moſt effectual methods, in their apprehenſion,” under the bleſſing 


of GOD, to bring them acquainted with the truth as It is in 
JESUS, and render them wiſe to ſalvation. —— 

As hereby many neceſſitous families, who are 1 to pur- 
chaſe theſe helps themſelves, will be kindly ſupplied with them 
by the bounty of others; ſo it will not be the leaſt part of the 
bleſſing, that the riſing generation among them will be furniſh- 
ed with ſuch books as are beſt ſuited to their tender years: by 
means of which it is to be hoped, that under the divine influence, 
the tendencies of corrupt nature may receive a timely check; and 
the powerful influence of vicious examples, in theſe ſinful times, 
be more effectually guarded againſt; their future perverſion from 
the Principles of the Proteſtant religion, to the errors and cor- 
ruptions of Popery, be happily prevented; and their precious 
fouls be early ſeaſoned with a laſting tincture of piety and virtue. 


And if ſuch are eſteemed, and indeed with good reaſon, their ge- 
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nerous benefactors, who kindly aſſiſt them in providing food and 
raiment for their bodies; that friendſhip ſurely cannot be leſs 
valuable, which relates to their precious and immortal fouls, and 
directs them in the way to everlaſting bleſſedneſs and glory. 

As theſe conſiderations will without doubt recommend the at- 
torripe of the miniſters and gentlemen who have entered into this 
deſign to the approbation of all good men; ſo it is to be hoped 
(eſpecially as ir is wholly void of all party views) that it will 
engage others of every Chriſtian denomination among us, who truly 
fear GOD, love the proteſtant religion and liberties, and wiſh well 
to immortal ſouls ; to countenance, encourage, and promote it.
